On y slight damage was done to the than a IOO feet in height, but in re- 
cent years did not m easure more 


than 50 feet to its top because of a 
blight which has gradually sapped 
the life of the tree. 
He stated th a t the trunk was four 
feet in diam eter at th e base and th at 
the tree had evidently been on the 
land when it was originally part of 
the large acreage owned by the Scott 
faqiily, who were am ong the first 
settlers of Adam* county. 
The tree was cut down when sev­ 
eral Norway spruce, planted by John 
Cunningham In 1864, were chopped 
down, they also having been killed 
by the blight,

Passaic, N. J. (A P ).—Television 
on a screen in the home receiver is the 
present goal of the laboratory work­ 
ers here. 
Already they have developed appar­ 
atus that will reproduce a screen pic­ 
ture up to a foot square with very lit­ 
tle evidence of the lines always pres­ 
ent in such pictures. 
A 
demonstration in 
the 
Jenkins 
laboratories here indicated that the 
engineers have been fairly successful. 
The apparatus used—and it will be 
housed in a cabinet not much larger 
than required for a midget set—in­ 
cludes the receiver, tuning to the hand 
from 75 to 180 meters, and the picture 
reproducer. 
The televisor itself will consist of a 
lens disk 12 inches in diameter. 
It is 
turned by a synchronous motor, just 
as in other televisors now available. 
Back of the disk is a condensing 
lens system, used for focusing as well 
as to confine the beam of light to a 
pin point. 
The neon lamp, known as the crater 
type, instead of having a plate an 
inch or so square, contains a light re­ 
producing source about a quarter of 
an inch in diameter. 
The light beam from the neon lamp, 
after passing the condensing lenses, 
strikes the scanning disk lenses, which 
enlarge it and i»ass it tin to the screen 
of ground glass. 
By irnning the screen farther from 
the scanning disk, the picture can he 
changed in size from six inches to a 
foot square. 
On the panel of the televisor, be­ 
sides the framing control, is another 
control for use in focusing. Once fo­ 
cused for a certain size picture there 
is no need for a change unless it is 
desired to alter the picture dimension. 
In addition to this televisor, which 
the engineers hope to make available 
for experimenters’ use in the fall, a 
larger screen projector is being de­ 
veloped. 
By using a more powerful neon 
lamp and a much larger lens disk pic­ 
tures four feet square have been pro­ 
jected.

PROBE OF CROP ESTIMATING 
LIKELY OF COTTON FIGURES 
PROVE COSTLY FALSE ALARM

(Associated Press Farm Editor) 
Washington (AP)—Congressional investigation of the U. S. crop re­ 
porting board hardly can be escaped if its August 8 estimate of 16,584,000 
bales of cotton—almost 2,000,000 bales more than the public had an­ 
ticipated—proves to be that much in excess of the 1931 yield. 
Records of the estimate and t h e ^ ^ more thgn 
board’s proceedings have been im­ 
pounded at the request of a south­ 
ern member of congress who esti­ 
mated that the precipitate decline 
in price on publication of the sur­ 
prising figure had cost the cotton 


Twice before congress has moved 
against government 
forecasts on 
cotton. In 1926, a year of low weevil 
damage, 
each successive forecast 
raised the estimated yield. 
The south clamored that it was 


ruining prices and congress passed 
a bill abolishing the July report en­ 
tirely, eliminating all semi-monthly 
estimates and confining the board 
to August, September, October, No­ 
vember and December reports. 
Estimate On ‘Safe Side’ 
Instead of being too high, how­ 
ever, the actual yield showed the 
board s early 1926 estimates to have 
been almost 2,000,000 bales too low 
Again, in 1929. congress put an 
end to all predictions of probable 
cotton price trends by the bureau 
of 
agricultural 
economics 
when 
prices crashed on the strength of a 
report indicating lower values. 
The department of agriculture 
has been giving the cotton farmer 
economic information on his crop 
for more than half a century. 
Monthly forecasts of total produc­ 
tion were inaugurated in 1915 
Since then, August forecasts have 
been higher than the actual yield 
eight times and lower eight times. 
The greatest degree of accuracy 
has obtained since 1927 when the 
crop reporting board began adding 
boll weevil infestation and damage 
to the determining factors. 
In the 20 monthly forecasts of the 
last four years the hoard has been 
too high IO times and too low IO 
times, the September reports hav­ 
ing been the most accurate. 
Three times since 1927 the Au- 
I gust forecast has been higher than 
the actual yield, the percentage of 
error running from 3.1 per cent to 
4.8 per cent. 
i 
It is too early to determine the 
i probable effect of a number of 
‘things influencing the yield, notably 
i weather 
conditions and 
acreage 
abandonment. 
This year the latter factor may 
be the chief influence in proving 
the August 8 estimate too high or 
too low. 
Current low prices are a strong 
argument that many fields may be 
abandoned altogether, particularly 
in the southwest where the farmer 
waits until all the bolis are open 
before 
determining 
whether 
to 
gather his crop 
Such 
abandonment occurred in 


1926 when there was a similarly 
heavy production and prices were 
low 
As much as 1,000.000 bales was 
left in the fields. 
However, industry was not as de­ 
pressed then as now and farm labor 
was scarce 
and 
relatively 
high 
priced. The current unemployment 
situation may lead this year to the 
harvesting of cotton that normally 
would be abandoned

If all the 
men or even a large proportion of the men in this and other countries 
were blessed with the capacities of the M innesota cham pion, the ills 
of agriculture would be a thing of the p a st , 
But such G argantuan appetites are sadly lacking. 
Your m odern 
man. like your modern woman, is a light eater. 
Evidence of his 
meager powers is to be found in the fact th a t a widely known chain of 
restaurants has found it practicable to advertise and to give all its 
patrons can eat for 60 cents. 
Reports on this experim ent in largess 
indicate th at no serious inroads have been m ade on the pantry rooms 
as a result. 
If restaurant patrons were still the hearty eaters they 
were in the days of yore, such an experim ent would have ended in 
bankruptcy long ago and the farm ers would be on the high road to 
prosperity.

It not only will be the highest one

largest in capacity. 
It will hold 
7,000,000 bushels of 
grain, which would keep a lot of 
people eating a long, long time. 
Engineering data have revealed 
the economy of large, high tanks 
which can make gravity work over­

which grain has to be moved from 
rail car to storeroom to mill. 
The tallest cylindrical tanks of

Minneapolis elevator 
will be built of concrete

LEARNING TO TALK 
Children vary widely In the ages 
at which they begin to talk. 
As a rule .girls begin to talk from 
two to four m onths earlier than 
boys. 
H ie first child usually be­ 
gins to speak later than the child 
born into a family with other chil­ 
dren. 
The average child begins to artic­ 
ulate in speech about the end of the 
first year, making word sounds such 
as "m am a,” “papa,” "baby," etc. 
By the end of the second year, the 
normal child can use two and three 
word sentences. 
Following the second year, the 
child acquires a vocabulary at first 
made up almost entirely of the 
names of persons and of objects. 
Subsequently, this vocabulary is 
enriched by verbs—still later by ad­ 
verbs and adjectives. 
The rem aining articles of speech 
are slowly acquired as speech de­ 
velops. The Last to be acquired are 
the personal pronouns. 
If a child arriving at the age of 
two makes no attem pt to speak, 
some mental defect may be respon­ 
sible, or the child may be a deaf 
mute. 
In rare casfs, children of normal 
intelligence and perfect hearing will 
bt1 retarded in speech development.
